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PREFACE. 



Having observed that the alterations in the Regulations for 
the "Volunteer Force" published in April 1878, have been 
so numerous that the original Regulations cannot be quoted 
with confidence, it occurred to me that it would be of use 
both to Adjutants and to members of the Force to possess 
these alterations in]a complete and compact form. Hence 
the present publication, in which will be found all the 
alterations in these Regulations from the date of their publica- 
tion until December 1879, as contained in the quarterly 
'Auxiliary and Reserve Forces Circulars' until December 

1878, and in the monthly ' Army Circulars,' with which are 
embodied those referring to the " Auxiliary and Reserve 
Forces " during the year 1879. I have included those General 
Orders from January 1874 until December 1879, which deal 
with subjects with which a Volunteer Officer is expected to 
be conversant ; amongst these subjects will be found " The 
Regulations for the Transport of Troops by Railway " which 
supersede those published in the 'Field Exercise' of 1877. 
I have, further, included the Royal Warrant of 6th July, 

1879, dealing with the subject of the " Reserve of Officers," 
and also an extract from the Royal Warrant of 25th of July 
which lays down the Regulations for the Ra»k. «x^ "^j*- 
oedence of Officers.

2. An Adjutant of Volunteers shall, on the completion as 
Adjutant of 15 years' service in our Auxiliary Forces, or on 
attaining the age of 50 years, have an unqualified right to 
retire on the rate of retired pay, specified in Article I. 

3. An Adjutant of Volunteers shall not, however, have 
any claim to retired pay in consequence of the Force to which

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Instructions for Serjeant-Instructors of Volunteers 
for the Cleaning, &c., of Martini-Henry Rifles. 

Directions for Gleaning. 

1. Pass the point of the cleaning-rod through the sight 
protector ;\nd screw on the jag. On no account should the 
cleaning-rod be put into the barrel without the sight pro- 
tector being used. 

2. Open the breech. - 

3. Wrap a damp rag, flannel, or tow round the jag of the 
cleaning-rod so as to cover it, and rub carefully up and down 
the barrel to remove the fouling. Water should not be used. 
Should the rod stick fast in the barrel it should be driven 
back by blows with a wooden mallet, not dragged through 
the muzzle. 

4. Replace the damp rag by an oiled one (woollen if pos- 
sible), and pass it a few times up and down the barrel. 

5. Wipe the breech end of the barrel, the interior of the 
body, and the breech-block, thoroughly with an oiled rag. 

6. Close the breech, and ease springs. 

7. The action can usually be sufficiently oiled by pouring 
a few drops of oil through the opening between the lever and 
the body, when the former is drawn out of the lever catch- 
block, and the rifle held with the trigger guard uppermost. 

8. All cutting substances, such as emery, sand-paper, &c, 
will be strictly avoided in cleaning. 

9. Special care will be taken not to injure the striker-hole 
or any portion of the face of the block in cleaning.

Jtailrmy. 

G. 0. 1878, 53. — I. General Arrangements. 

N.B. — r lhe number of carriages and trains required for the 
conveyance of the different arms of the service on their war 
establishments, the arrangements for loading them, and the 
distribution of officers and men in them, will be as laid down 
in Army Circular relating to the organization of the line of 
communications of an army operating in the field. 

I. Statement of Numbers to Proceed by Train. — When 
troops are ordered to move by railway, a statement of the 
number of officers, men, families, horses, guns, &c, and the 
quantity of baggage to proceed by the train shall be furnished 
by a Staff Officer, if there is one, if not by the Commanding 
Officer, to the station-master one day before the date of 
departure. Two days' previous notice shall be given when 
conveyance is required for any large number of troop horses. 
On home service, arrangements for the movement of bodies of 
troops exceeding fifty are usually made by the Quarter- 
master-General's Staff, in direct communication with the i 
several railway companies. 

II. Time for Families to be at the Station. — The women 
and children must be at the station half an hour before the 
time named for the departure of the train ; a non-com* 
missioned officer, furnished with a nominal list, will have ' 
charge of them, with orders to see them placed at once in 
their carriages. The sick (under a medical officer), if ordered 
to move with the corps, will be at the railway station at the 
same time. 

III. Baggage. — The officers' light baggage will be at the 
station at the same time; the officers' seivan\am\V«jcftom^any 

It as a guard, and, as soon as it is p\acedm \iX\fc Vxw&i^ft\ 
*ter the carriages allotted to them. It \a unfluntank ^s*. 
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regimental arrangements are in all cases made for the con- 
veyance of the heavy baggage, which will include the squad 
bags. 

IV. Party to be sent on to Mark Carriages.— Inspection 
of Cattle Trucks. — Au officer, accompanied by a non-com- 
missioned officer from each squadron, battery, or company, 
will precede the troops, and, in concert with the station* 
master, will label or mark off with a piece of chalk on the 
footboard of passenger carriages, and in a conspicuous place 
on the side of the cattle trucks and home boxes, the troop, 
battery, or company allotted to them, and the number of 
men or horses each will hold. The bottoms of cattle trucks 
should be carefully inspected the day before being used for 
the conveyance of horses, as accidents are likely to arise from 
the planks being unsound. 

V. Arrangement of Trains. — The arrangement of the 
various carriages and trucks in all trains required for the 
conveyance of troops will be left, as a general rule, to the 
railway authorities, acting in concert with Staff and Com* 
manding Officers. 

VI. Number of Men in Carriage. — As a rule, the com- 
partments of railway carriages intended for ten ordinary 
passengers- are to be allotted to eight soldiers. Saloon 
carriages will hold thirty-two or forty soldiers, according to 
their size. Each troop, battery, or company will be told off 
in sections corresponding with the capacity of the carriages 
provided, each section to include a non-commissioned officer 
or old soldier. 

VII. Entering Carriages.'— When the troops are ready to 
enter the carriages, the seats will be filled from the furthest 
side in succession, the men facing each other as they take 
their places ; each man will then stow away under his seat 
his cloak or great coat, valise, &c. ; he will retain possession 
of his carbine or rifle! unless the Commanding Officer should 
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think fit to allow the arms to be placed upon the cloak or 
great coat or valise under the seats, when this can be done; 
the arms are never to be laid on the floor of the carriage. 

VIII. Halting for Refreshments. — On long journeys, when 
it is intended to halt for refreshments, an officer and non- 
commissioned officer should be sent forward, when practicable, 
to make the necessary preparations for what the troops may 
require, and to have buckets and a supply of water ready for 
watering the horses ; they must be furnished with a state- 
ment of the number of persons who require refreshments, 
and the nature of the articles they require. 

IX. Report by Telegraph. — A report of the departure of 
the train should in all cases be made, by telegraph, to the 
place where the troops are to halt for refreshments, and also 
to the place of destination. 

X. Starting. — When the train is ready to proceed, " At- 
tention " will be sounded. Silence must be maintained until 
the train moves off, no shouting to be allowed, and no man 
is to put his head out of a window or leave a carriage with- 
out permission, or get out on the reverse side of the train, 
except when ordered by his officer, or requested by the rail- 
way officials to do so. 

XL Halting on the Railway. — Getting Out. — On arrival 

at the place agreed upon for the train to halt, the officers will 

get out and go to their companies' carriages. Sentries from 

the quarter guard will be posted to prevent the men from 

straggling, or getting out at the wrong side of the train. 

When these arrangements are completed, the " Halt * will be 

sounded, and those who require to do so will get out of the 

train, leaving their arms in the carriages. 

XII. Getting In. — When it is time to proceed, the

— When it is intended to 
water and feed the horses of mounted corps daring a halt, 
the " Feed " will be sounded, when the men will get out of 
their carriages and proceed at once to the trucks containing 
their horses, water in buckets having been provided by 
previous arrangement ; one man will then get into the truck, 
and water each horse in succession, the buckets being passed 
to him from the outside. The' horses may then be fed with 
corn in the usual manner.

XIV. Arrival at the Station. — On arrival at the station 
the men will dismount, each man taking nothing but his 
carbine, except when the cloak is required for wear, and they 
will then be told off as laid down in para. VI. Having 
deposited their accoutrements on the spot selected, and in the 
same order in which they stood in the ranks, they will be 
told off into sections of seven or eight horses, according to 
the capacity of the trucks. 

XV. Embarkation of Horses. — The sections will be 
numbered off from the right of the squadron, and they will 
afterwards file from the most convenient flank, each halting 
opposite the truck marked with the number of the section.

XVIII. Fastenings to be Examined. — A non-commissioned 
officer and a couple of intelligent men from each troop* 
previously told off for the purpose, will go round and 
examine the fastenings of all the troop horses, and make 
such alterations as may be necessary, under the personal 
superintendence of the troop officers. 

XIX. Embarking the Men. — The men, when the whole of 
the horses of the section to which they belong have been 
embarked, should at once proceed to the spot where they 
have left their arms, cloaks, &c, which they will resume, i 
and fall in ; the men will then be told off as in para. VI., and 
be marched to, and will enter their respective compartments ; 
but previous to this they should be desired to note the 
number and position of the truck containing their horses, 
and to fall in in front of it when they are ordered to dis- 
embark. 

XX. Disposal of Lances. — In a Lancer Regiment, certain 
men, previously told off, will collect the lances and deposit 
them, the leading troop in the front luggage van, and the 
other troop in the rear van.

XXV. Time Required. — When the arrangements before 
detailed are properly carried out, the train can be ready to 
start in half an hour from the time of beginning to load, and 
even less time will be sufficient for unloading.

XXIX. Arrival of the Troops at the Station.— On th 
arrival of the battery at the station it should be drawn up i 
the nearest convenient spot.

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XXXI. Embarking Guns, Wagons, d-c.— In embarking 
the guns, wagons, and carriages, trucks loading from a dock 
are, if possible, to be used ; when, as is the case on some 
railways, the ends of these trucks let down and meet, the 
carriages of the battery may be run on from one to the other 
in a few minutes. These trucks, however, are not so con- 
venient when there are no docks or other facilities for un- 
loading, and should in such cases be avoided. 

XXXII. Trucks. — Trucks having sides letting down are 
next in point of convenience, and, lastly, low-sided trucks. 
Most of these take conveniently a gun or wagon with its 
limber. 

XXXIII. Method of Securing. — Carriages must, when 
loaded from a dock, be run on to the truck unlimbered. The 
wheels must be well secured with ropes or scotch wedges, 
the latter being generally procurable at railway stations. 
Should there be hay on the wagons, it is not to be suffered 
to remain during the journey, but must be placed in a 
luggage van. 

XXXIV. Low-sided Trucks. — Low-sided trucks are found 
on most railways ; the loading on these requires more manual 
labour than on other trucks, as it is necessary to lift the 
carriage over the sides by main force. The gun (or wagon) 
and its limbers are to be placed on the truck with the trail 
(or perch), and the shafts pointing inwards and resting on 
the floor. 

XXXV. Loading Quns and Carriages. — There are some 
trucks on which more than a gun and limber may be placed, 
reference being always had to the weight which they are 
calculated to bear.

XXXVII. Projections. — No projections, whether gui 
shafts, or spare wheels, are on any occasion to extend beyoi 
the buffers. 

XXXVIII. Embarking Men. — The horses and carriag 
being embarked and secured, the whole of the men of t 
battery will proceed to the place where they have left the 
swords, which they will resume, and fall in ; the men w 
then be told off as in para. VI., and be marched to, and w 
enter their respective compartments. 

XXXIX. Disembarking. — On the arrival of the train 
its destination, the officers will get out first, and the trui 
peter will be ordered to sound the " Halt," when the ro< 
will descend. The gunners will fall in, and be marched to 
convenient spot to deposit their swords or knapsacks. Shou 
the drivers have been wearing their cloaks, those of each su 
division will place them together where directed by the no 
commissioned officer in charge. 

XL. Short Platforms. — In the event of the platform n 

being of sufficient length to enable the entire train to dra 

up alongside it, the horses are to be disembarked first. Tl 

door of each truck will be let down, a mat or straw plao 

upon it, and the horses opposite the door led or backed or 

the rest following in turn.

XLIL Disembarking Horses and Materiel Simultaneously. 
— Should it be possible to disembark horses and materiel 
simultaneously in consequence of the capacity of the plat- 
form, it may be done. When this is the case, the gunners 
being unable to assist in disembarking the horses, the non- 
commissioned officer of drivers should take the first horse of 
each pair out of the truck, the driver following with the 
other, should then take charge of both horses. 

XLIII. Without Aid of Platform. — As it may become 
necessary to disembark without the aid of a platform of any 
sort, some strong skids, not less than fifteen feet long, and some 
planks to form a ramp should always be earned. In case of 
urgent necessity, two lengths of rail may be used for the 
same purpose; but it is believed that a small temporary 
platform may be made by the employed of the railway in a 
sufficiently short time in ordinary cases.

Each non-commissioned officer, as soon as the compartments 
for the party he represents are handed over to him, will mark 
on the footboard 01 each oompartment with a piece of chalk 
the name or letter of his party, and will then place himself 
opposite that one which ia> nearest the side from which the 
troops will approach the carriages. 

The battalion will arrive at the railway station twenty 
minutes before the time named for the departure of the train, 
and will be halted by theCommanding Officer on ground which 
will be pointed out by the Staff Officer superintending the 
departure. Each company will then be torn off in sections, 
as in para. VI., and when this has been done, the battalion 
will move on to the platform in fours. Each captain will 
now move along the front of his company, and point out to 
each section the compartment it is to occupy, and, having 
done so, will give the order " Quick March," when the men 
will move at once into their respective compartments, and 
then take off their valises. 

XLV. Regimental Transport. — When a battalion moves 
with regimental transport, the latter should be at the railway 
station thirty minutes before the time named for the departure 
of the train, and it should be embarked in the same manner as 

Artillery. 

XLVI. Arrival at Destination. — When the train arrives 
at its destination, the officers will first get out and go to their 
companies' carriages. At the "Halt" being sounded, the 
men, who will previously have adjusted their accoutrements, 
and put on their valises, will get out of the train with their 
rifles in their hands, on to the platform, and will fall in in 
the same order in which they embarked. 
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XLVH. Marching Off.— The men are to be marched off 
in the same manner as they entered the station before start-* 
ing, or the Commanding Officer may order the markers to be 
placed on some convenient spot outside the station, and on 
the " Close " being sounded, the men will be told off in the 
ordinary manner.

(70.) Royal Warrant— Reserve of Officers. 

A. C. 1879, 67. 164 ; Victoria R. 

Whereas it has heen represented to us that it is expedient 
that measures should be adopted for the provision, in case of 
necessity, of a reserve of officers for service with our army. 

Our will and pleasure is that such a reserve of officers shall 
be forthwith constituted and established, and that this our 
warrant, which shall be construed, interpreted, and adminis- 
tered with our warrant of the 1st May, 1878, shall be the 
sole and standing authority on the matters herein treated of. 

It is our further will and pleasure that our principal Secre- 
tary of State, to whom We shall see fit to entrust the Seals of 
the War Department, shall be the interpreter of this our 
Warrant. 

The reserve of officers shall be composed of: — 

(a) Officers who have served in our regular forces, but 
who, having retired either with pension or gratuity, are still 
liable for service in case of national emergency. 

(b) Officers who, having retired from our regular forces 
without a liability for further service, may apply for com- 
missions as army reserve officers. 

(c) Officers of our auxiliary forces who may desire to hold 
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commissions as army reserve officers in addition to their 
commissions in oar auxiliary forces. 

(d) Officers who, having retired from our Indian military 
forces, may apply for commissions as army reserve officers. 

Part I. — Appointment and Retirement. 
Officers vrith Liability for Reserve Service. 

1. Officers Retired from the Regular Force* or the Indian Military 

Forces, 

« * 

1. An Officer who has retired from our army with the 
pension or gratuity laid down in our warrants of the 
12th August, 1877, or 1st May, 1878, and who by the 
terms of our said warrants is liable to service in cases of 
national emergency, shall be held to be an " Army Reserve 
Officer " so long as he is liable for service. 

Officers Volunteering for Reserve, 

2. An officer who has retired from our regular forces, 
otherwise than on half-pay, pension, or gratuity, or an 
officer who has retired from our Indian military forces, may 
receive a commission as an army reserve officer ; but in no 
case shall he be appointed to a rank in the army reserve 
higher than that in which he previously served. 

3. An officer who retired from the rank of captain, 
lieutenant, or second lieutenant in our regular forces other- 
wise than on half-pay, pension or gratuity, or an officer who 
retired from the rank of captain or lieutenant in our Indian 
military forces, shall be eligible, if above twenty years of age: — 

For appointment to the rank of captain up to the age of 

forty years. 
For appointment to the rank of lieutenant up to the age 

of thirty-five years. 
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2. Officers Serving in the Auxiliary Forces. 
Appointment. 

4. An officer of the militia, yeomanry, or volunteers, shall 
be eligible, subject to the following conditions as to age, for a 
commission as an army reserve officer with the rank of 
captain, lieutenant, or second lieutenant ; but in no case shall 
he be appointed to rank higher in the army reserve than 
that in which he may be serving in the auxiliary forces. 

5. An officer of the militia, yeomanry, or volunteers, shall 
be eligible if above twenty years of age : — 

For appointment to the rank of captain up to the age of 

thirty-five years. 
For appointment to the rank of lieutenant or second 

lieutenant up to the age of thirty. 

Qualification. — Militia. 

6. In order to qualify for the rank of captain in the army 
reserve, an officer of the militia shall have attended seven 
annual trainings of his militia regiment, three of which shall 
have been as captain or field officer. In order to qualify 
for the rank of lieutenant he shall have attended four 
annual trainings. In order to qualify for the rank of second 
lieutenant he shall have attended two annual trainings, and 
have passed the examination for promotion to lieutenant. 

Qualification. — Yeomanry Cavalry, and Volunteers. 

7. In order to qualify for the rank of captain, an officer of 
the yeomanry cavalry or volunteers shall have had seven 
years' commissioned service, five of which must have.

9. No officer shall be granted a commission who is i 
medically fit for service, and whose character and quali 
cations are not in all respects satisfactory. 

List of Officers. 

10. The names of all officers of the army reserve shall 
included in a Special Army Reserve List. 

Removal on Account of Age. 

11. All Field Officers in the Army Reserve List shall 
removed on attaining fifty-five years of age. All officers 
the army reserve below the rank of field officer shall 
removed on reaching the age of forty-five, unless they sh

case their names shall be transferred to &>& fcs&k ^SSas

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Bank on Retirement 

12. An officer of the army reserve shall, if his services 
have been of a special character, and he is recommended to 
lis by our Commander-in-chief, with the approval of our 
Secretary of State, be eligible, on retirement, for a step of 
substantive, brevet, or honorary rank. 

Part II.— Army. Service. 
Liability for Service. 

13. Officers of the army reserve shall be liable to be 
called to army service in cases of national emergency, when- 
ever the men of the army reserve shall have been recalled to 
the colours. 

. 14. Officers of the army Teserve may be employed at 
other times than those of national emergencies, if they 
volunteer their services. 

Employment of Field Officers. 

15. Officers of the army reserve may be employed regi-» 
mentally, on the general staff, in the departments of our 
regular forces, or in the militia. 

16. Officers of the army reserve shall, on being called out 
for army service and appointed to a corps, be placed at the 
bottom of their rank in the regiments to which they are 
appointed, and be designated " Army Reserve Officers," and 
shall be distinguished as such in the regimental lists. 
Officers of the army reserve shall rank among themselves 
according to the dates of their respective commissions, but 
officers who bave retired from our army with liability for 
further service, shall take precedence in their rank of other 
*nny reserve officers.

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Officers of Auxiliary Forces. 

17. Army reserve officers who belong to our auxiliary 
forces, shall, while on army service, be borne as super 
numerary to the establishment of the regiment of auxiliary 
forces to which they belong. 

Promotion* 

18. An officer of the army reserve shall, during hie 
employment on army service, be eligible for promotion. 

1. Pay and Allowances. 

19. Officers of the army reserve shall be entitled tc 
receive the same rates of pay and allowances as other officer* 
of our regular forces of corresponding rank in the same 
branch of the service, from the date of joining for army ser- 
vice to the date on which their services are no longer required 

2. Pensions and Gratuities. 
Officers Retired from the Army on Pension. 

20. On ceasing to draw full pay, an officer who, previously 
to his call to army service, had been in receipt of pension, a 
had received a gratuity, shall retire under Article 1171 a 
our Warrant, of 1st May, 1878, and receive an addition U 
his pension or gratuity according to the further service he ma) 
have given, or the rank to which he may have attained. 

Officers who Volunteered for Reserve Service. 

21. An officer of the army reserve who shall not bavi

The following will be the proportion 
of tents — viz. one bell tent for the Commanding Officer, 
one for two field officers, three for the regimental staff 
officers, one for every three officers of a regiment, and one 
for the staff Serjeants ; one tent to every twelve Serjeants, 
buglers, and rank and file. Waterproof sheets will be issued 
in the proportion of one for each staff Serjeant, and eight for 
each tent for all other non-commissioned officers and men* 
The above scale of camp equipage will only be acted upon 
when " Field Service Equipment " is drawn by the Regular 
Forces. Upon all other occasions the Volunteers will receive 
camp equipment in accordance with the scale detailed in 
para. 573. 

Schools of Instruction for Officers of Artillery, Militia, and 

Artillery Volunteers.

J. C. 1880, CI. 16.— Clothing for Volunteers. 

1. The following will be substituted for paras. 607, 610 
(as amended by Clause 72, Auxiliary and Reserve Forces 
Circulars, 1878), 629, 630, 633, 636, and 637 of the Volun- 
teer Regulations, 1878 (Revised Army Regulations, Vol. 
IX.) :— 

607. Applications for permission to change the colour of 
the uniform of Rifle Volunteer Corps will be favourably con- 
sidered, provided the change be to scarlet. 

610. When a Corps is allowed to adopt scarlet tunics or 
frocks (patrol jackets), the facings which will be authorized 
will be similar to those worn by the senior regiment of the 
Regular Forces belonging to the sub-district brigade. 

629. A statement of the prices at which cloths, garments, 
and head-dresses can be obtained by Volunteer Corps from 
the Royal Army Clothing Depdt during each financial year 
will be published annually in Army Circulars. 

629a. The prices for tunics, frocks, or trowsers will be for 
cut-out and unmade garments only, and will not include 
buttons, shoulder straps, or sewings of any kind. 

6295. Buttons of any special pattern will not be issued, 
but any Corps requiring buttons can be supplied with Army 
pattern buttons made of white metal. 

630. Patterns of garments and helmet special to Volunteer 
Corps, the various descriptions of cloth used by the Regular 
Forces, and of grey cloths and tweed used by Volunteer 
Corps, are deposited for inspection at the Royal Army 
Clothing Depdt. 
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633. Approximate estimates of requirements for the year 
commencing the 1st of April following will he sent to the 
Director of Clothing, Royal Army Clothing Depdt, Grosvenor 
Road, London, S.W., not later than the 1st June in each- 
year; those for oloth heing forwarded on W. 0. Form 1638, 
and for garments and head-dresses on W. 0. Form 1641. 
No issues will he made on these estimates. 

633 (a). Requisitions in duplicate on the W. 0. Forms 
quoted in the previous paragraph will he forwarded to the 
Director of Clothing not later than the 1st November in each 
year. They will he made hy Commanding Officers of Corp*, 
and will contain the full demand for each Corps for the 
ensuing year commencing on the 1st of April, hut they will 
not exceed the maximum requirements shown in the "Esti- 
mate." All the requirements for the year will, however, he 
included in these requisitions, so as to avoid, as much as 
possible, supplementary demands. The issues on these 
annual requisitions will commence during the month of 
March following, and will be made according to priority of 
application. 

633 (ft). Requisitions on W. 0. Forms 1641 will he ac- 
companied hy size rolls in duplicate. For Artillery and 
Engineer Corps, W. 0. Form 1314 will he used, and for 
other Corps \V. 0. Form 551. Detailed measurements on 
W. O. Form 1642 will not he acted on. 

636. Prepayments will not he required from Artillery and 
Engineer Corps, nor from Corps clothed in scarlet, hut the 
value of th« articles supplied will he recovered by a deduc*- 
tion from the capitation grant in the following manner : —

637. Part-worn greatcoats, to the extent of one for each 
man encamped, will be lent for use in duly authorized 
regimental camps, but will not be lent for use at reviews, 
brigade drills, or on marches out. 

2. Consequent on the foregoing instructions, the prices at 
which garments or materials will be supplied between the 
1st April, 1880, and 31st March, 1881, are detailed in the 
Appendix. 

3. Corps which have adopted scarlet uniforms, and Artil- 
lery or Engineer Corps who will require garments or mate- 
rials for the ensuing year on the foregoing conditions, will 
forward their demands to the Director of Clothing not later 
than .the 15th of February, 1880, and the issues will com- 
mence in the following April. 

4. Corps wishing to adopt scarlet will make application at 
once for authority to change their uniform, and on receipt 
of such authority will transmit their requisitions to the 
Director of Clothing, when the issues will be made as quickly 
as possible.
